Thirdly., his Afhiduous ard dilligent reſortingto 
the publicke preaching of t!:c word of God; where- 
ſoever wiſedome ws pleaſed to open the gates of 
her faire beautifull Temple unto tim, 

Fourthly, his religious :n4 Chriſtian behaviour, - 
when hee was preſent at the C!1zrch ; not carrying of 
himſclteasa fevere cenſure, but asa devout Audi- 
tor, notasthough Almighty God was beholdingto 
hip (as oſt imagine ) for hjs bodily preſence, bur 

: as 
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as one infinicely indebred ro him. for his divine and 


ſacred ordinance. 

Fittly , his love and hearty affeQionto all good 
Chriſtians.n genera), as fellow heites and copartners 
with him iathat rich inheritance. 

Sixtly, his reverent regardthat he had of fuch mi- 
niſtersas he knew to be faithtfull and diligent in their 


places:honouringthe Elder as Pathers,andthe youn. *"* 5 * 


geras Brethren, 

Seventhly, in oy mn eee he could) the Soci- 
ety of wicked and deboiſhed perſons, orifhee were 
by occaſion driven amongſt them, then in the ſpeedy 
freeing himſelfe from them,as ſoone as conventent! 
hecould', without giving offence or ſhew of incivi- 

And thuscould I gee on in-numbring many more ; 
but I'will ſtay a while : And the reaſon is, for tharme 
thinkes I heare ſome of the ſpider-catching rowr, 
whoſe religion principally confiſteth in ſearching 
the lives of thoſe in whom they ſeeany eminency 
(abovethemſclves ) thusſecretly , - and-underhand 
whiſpering together. 

*Thisthat hath beene ſpoken already of rhe yerru-

of the yeare {erverh fir,and all other ſtreams are like- 
wile full , is no great matter,nor is much ded: 
butto havea Riverlike to Ni/ws in Egypt, when all 
other Rivers are flatteft,then to riſe moſt, and ſwell, 
15a matter of great admiration ; and calleth forthe 
cleere.cye of the naturaliſt to find out the true cauſe 
thereof, Apaine, for a Tree to flouriſh in the 
Spring, and bee fruitfullin Summer, whenall other

centious Age : For him (I ſay)to walke asformerly I 
have chewed, cannot,(I trow) conſidering theſe and 
many other the like circumſtances, but be judged of. 
him thathathrhe leaſt ſparke of charity in hisbreaſt, 
as the fruites of a religious keart,and worthily deſer- 
ving higheſt praiſe. . | 
But leaving. theſe , and ſo returne bac inc 
where firſt I met this clamorous generation , I will:

The firſt whereof was, his humble and courti-

The ſecond was his modeſty, appearing not - 
onely

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only in his maidenlic countenance , but in his whole 
carriage and converlation anexcellentvercuc in him, 
and much to bee deſired inthele impudent daics of 
ours, wherein bluſhing is helde the cflentiall marke of 
abaſe and ignoble Spirit : and an whores fore-head is 
reputed the onely rare feature and eſpeciall grace : 
whereas St. Pawlinthe 4. of the Phil. 5.tcachcth the 
Phillipians another leſflon willing them to cloath theme. 
ſebves,as with other vertues, (0(laith hee) with mode- 
ftie. Andanancient Father ſaith,that modeſty is 0y. 
namentium n0bil;um,cy nobilitas ignobilium: the noble 
mans beauty ,and the poore mans dignity. Yea, the 
Lacedemonian ſtate, and Common-wealth, received 
itasa Maxime and maine principle from Zycargas 
their Law-giver , thataboue all things, they ſhould 
accuſtome their youth ro baſhfulnefle and modeſty, 
He onely by the light of nature finding , that which 
dail — reacheth us : that impudency and 
boldneſlein youth, isan cvill figne, andthe breeder 
of much vice and vanity. 

The third Uertue was his temperance , fit to bee 
joyned with the former , not onely tor that modeſt 
and temperance (asthe heathen could ſay,) in codem 
chors ſat?) are companions in the ſame ranke: but 
tor thatthe Apoſtle deſeribeth them as loving fiſt 
daughters of rhe ſame Spirit, walking band in han 
Tn Gal. 5. Now this temperance of his appea- 
red (as in otherthings)ſo likewiſe in theſe two. 

Firſt,in his ordinary habit &arttire, which although 
it were farre from baſeneſſe , ſo was it uſually much 
lowerthen the highth of his meanes, he rather re- 
ſpeRing that indumenturs fidej, the inward _—_—

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of the mind, then the outward cloathing ofthe bo- 
dy,and himſelfeto be an ornamentto his cloathes, ra- 
ther then kiscloathesto be anornamentto him, 

Secondly, it appeared in keeping. himſclfe free 
from three raging finnes,over-flowing the bankes of 
Modeſty and Temperance in this age of ours, viz. 


1. Swearing, orblaſphemy. 
” Ebriety, or Drupkenneſle. 
3+ Yenery,oruncleanneſle. 

In regard of all which three, hisinnocentand 
ſpotleſſe life, was ſuch, as the blackeſtrongue canno 
way ſoyle or blemiſh his bleſſed memory. Yea, let 
it bee written in -Cedartables, or in goldenletters 
upon his Tombe or Hearſe, to his cternall and im- 
morrall prayſe, that when theſe ſinnes moſt raged, 
then was not hee with them, the leaſt way touched; 
but like a bleſſed River, kept himſelfe in his pure 
ſtreame, from beeing infeed with this brackiſhand 
over-flowing Ocean, which to too many are over- 
whelmed in,in theſe our finfull dayes, andperilous 
times. 

The fourth and laſt Uertue of his (wherewith I 
will bound my diſcourſe this way ) was his liberall 
and bouncifull diſpoſition , witnefled both by many 
Charitable ations of his, to divers whom hee knew 
ſtoodinneed of his preſent kelpe : asalſo by many 
worthy and cheereful promiſes of his future helpe & 
favour,both to his tenants, and alſo his pooreſt neigh- 
_—— — — _=_ - 

opefulli & {ountimely cauſeth this 
begun, - ors 
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generall ſorrow which wee ſecinall , eſpecially in 
rhoſe formerly mentioned :it beceing a received opi- 
nion (as wellit might) thatthroughthe Almighties 
helpe , he would ſuddainly have rayſed agayne the 
nameand honour of his ancient Family : not ſuffering 
his Fathers houſe to ſtand, (as moft of our Gentle.

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So that a man may ſafely ſay, of his Life and death, 
compared with theirs, as that holy King David long 
ſince ſpake of Saxls and [0nathans(the Father and the 


ſonne) 2 Sam. 1. They were lovely and plexſant in their 2 Som. 


lives ,and in their deaths they were not divided, 


But leaving this, and looking yet more narrowly 
into his Chriſtian end : wee cannot ( if wee doe but 


hearkento the credible report of thoſe who were 
continually with him, from the beginning of his 
ſickneſſe, tothe delivering up of his laſt breath, )but 
take ſpecial notice amongſt many other,of theſe two 
things right commendable in him: 


I. -M admirable patience, 


2, CHistrue and hearty repentance. * 

The one,jn induring ;the other in deſiring : the one 
in pertorming; the other in promiſing, 

d firſt for his Paticnce, it was ſuch,that conſide- 
ring the tenderneſle of his Age, the frailty of Youth, 
want of experience in ficknefle, that (as it isge- 
nerally reported) it was a matter of great admiration 
to all about him. For however our heavenly Father 
gave way (asitſcemeth) to the diſcaſe to tanne and 
winnow him, as Corneisfann'd and winnowed to 
the utter-moſt : yet did he inthe meane while ſo ſup- 
port and ſtay him with the hand of his Mercy, that 
neyther his Love loſt her hold, orhis faith failed. So 


that howſoever the outward man ſuffered , yet the 

inward man was renewed daily.z Cor. 4.15, How ever _ 

his body was not his owne, being underthe hand of © ** 

a ſharpe Chyrurgion, yet in — he did polefifuaye, rx

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his ſoule : of all which hee gave ſufficient teſtimony, 
beth by his milde and ſweerte behaviour ; as. alfoby 
his comfortable words, and Chriſtian language. For 
here were no impatient ſpeeches, no- murmurring 
and repining , no crying out uponthe diſeaſe : no. ac. 
cuſing of ſecondary cauſes, buta patient filence, in- 
terrupted,now and then, with ſhort prayers , and Di. 
vinecjaculations : wherein he craved at the hands of 
God, cyther mitigation of his payne, or Jupply of 
ſtrength, cytherto be caſcd,or graciouſly to be ſup- 
red. 
oy And heere wee have an Embleme ora patterne 
of true Magnanimity appearing plainely inthis , that 
whenthe ſtormes of temptation and trouble raged 
moſt, and theſe ſharpe cutting winds blew lowdeſt ; 
yet hee carryed himſelte, ſo cloſe underthe ſhield 
of Faith, thathee wasnotatall daunted, ordriven 
from that obedience which hee did owe to God; or 
his duty towards his neighbour. The which ,\as itis 
anoble and excellent vertue and quality. ofthe ſpi- 
rit ; ſo was it (queſtionleſſe and without doubt) much 
holpen : 
1, By thetrue ſight hee had of ſinne. 
Yy By thetrue ſence and feeling of the Love 
C of God towards him. 


And firſt for ſinne, if a man doe but ſeriouſly 
(as I doubt nor, but this Gentleman did ) weighand 
ponder in his heart, boththe number of his ſinnes 
(being indeede without number). as alſo the nature 
of them, not onely croſſing, buralſo, violating the 
pure Law of an infinite God, and ſodeſerving _ 

te 
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finite puniſyment : hee ſurely canndt but with a pa- 
tienrand contented mind beare and indure theſe ſhort 
and light afflictions how ever bitter for a time, yer 
bringing with them inthe end, the ſweete fruites of 
righteouſaeſle : Crying withthe Church, Aficah 7. g. xich.:7.9 
I will beare the indignation of the Lord, becauſe have 
ſinned againſt him, And Lam.3.22. It @the Lords Lam-3: :2 
mercy that | am n# conſumed. And agayne,Patior do. 
mine quia peccavs, o patior ut non peccarem : (as a 
holy man ſpeaketh) I knew ſweete God, that I ſuffer 
for that I have finned. And agayne, I know that! 
ſuffer , thatI might not finne.. Theſearethe files, 
whereby thoudoeſt labourto ſcowre my heart, and 
cleanſe me from my finnes-: and this is the Galland 
Worme-wood wherewith thoudoeſt ſtrivetoweane 
me from the pleaſant pappes of this world, and make 
me wholy diſtaſte the pleaſure ofthis wicked and fin, 
full life, 

Theſecondis, the ſence and feeling of the love 
of God, which queſtionlefſe had a mayneand prin- 
cipall ſtroake in putting this Gentle-man on (as hee 
did ) to drinke fo willingly of this bitter cup. For, 
as ſoone as everthe love of God doth bur once dif- 
fuſe,and ſhed it ſelfe abroadintothe hearts of any his 
faithfull ſervants, then preſently ſuch abundance 
of heavenly ſtrength, and vigor, joy, and comfort 
doth enter with it, that hee feeleth not at all the 
burthen of affliction ;- orif hee doe, hee findeth it 
very light. Hee fearcth notthe fiery tryall , tor 
well hee knoweth, that though the hardeſt com- 
meth ; yetwillit inthe end worke out for his good, 


as a Fatherly correRion, no finall deſtruction :

Death : Where « thy ſting ; or what haſt thou to ſeparate 
x Cor.

Hence againe was it, thatthe three children with 
ſuch magnanimiry and ſpirit ſo lighted the Tyrants 
ungodly command , ſzying as they did.

Fiith,not having the promiſes , but having ſeene the © 
a farre off ,and were per ſwaded of them, and imbraccd 
them ; and confeſſed that they were ftrangers and pil- 
gr:mes onthe earth, And theretore(faith hee )ver/z 
16-Gads not aſhamed tobe called their Gol: for he hath 
prepared for them a City. This was likewiſe the com- 
fortable dotrine, which Chriſt our blefled Savi- 
our preached inthe buſhto Moſes Exod 13. 6, as him- 
ſelfe averreth. Mat 22.31.32. when he thus ſpake un- 4et-:2. 
to him. 4m the God of Abraham,and the God of Iſaac,* 
and the God of 1acob.

and ages: notwithſtanding, it there be any here, in 
whoſe wicked hearrt,therc is yetthe root of Gall and 
Wormewood .; ſo that when hee heareth this, hee 
bleſſeth himſelte in his froward and wicked courſe,as 
though there were no ſuch reſurreRion, or further 
reckoning to bee expeted, Let ſuch a one (ifthe 
booke of God will not give him ſatisfaction ) looke

06.1t it be ſo, ( may one fay ) why doth then God 
deale ſo hardly withthe body above the ſoule : For 
are they not both the worke of his hands? The one 
made in ſecret, and curiouſly wrought in the loweſt, 
partsof the carth : and the other Creando infunditer, 
& infundends Creatar : like the moſt pretious oyte 
infuſed and powred out ofthe tree of Life. And be- 
ſides they are alwaies loving friends, ſympathizing, 
and taking part inthe weale and woe each of other : 
they weepe together , and rejoycetogether : why 
then upon their parting,goeth the one tothe earth ; 
the other to heavens the one to a dungeon of dark- 
neſſe,the othertoa Pallace and place of delight 2 

An. Theanfwere whereunte ts, that this 1s done 
by Almighty Godin ſingular wiſedome, in theſe 
three reſpeds. 

Firſt,to croſfe the fond and childiſhcourſe of man & 
woman,whoſe delight wholly is as(we dayly {ce )in 
pampring and cheriſhing of their bodies , whilſt the 
carceanddue reſpeR that they owe unto their ſoules, 
is wholy negle&ed : their bodiesare deliciouſly ſtut- 
fed ; their ſoulesare miſerably ſtarved : their bodies, 
areclothedin Silke and Tiſhue ; theirſoules inrags 
and tatters : their bodies are pretumed with the moſt 
odiferous 0yntments ; their foules wich Rinke of fin,

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and _ _ = breath - of Hell. 
-Secondly,that the body might intime be wrought 
and framed to be a fit com hav. for the ſoule, which 
ſince the fall of manirtisnots butrather (as I have 
ſhewed you before) aler,and ottimes hindrance unto- 
the ſame,in the cheeretull performance of many ne- 
ceſlary and Chriſtianduties. And therfore it pleaſed 
God our heavenly Father,to appoynt the earth ro be 
his furnace and place ofrefyning, to waſte and weare 
away whatſoever finful contagion the body former- 
ly hath contracted, ſoirhat the ſoule afterward with 
che ſame,may no waies be incombred, 

Thirdly, thatthey being thus parted , the ſoule 
might carneſtly,and hourely defire(asthe reſt of the 
ſoules doe under the Altar)their re-uniring and joy- 
ning together again,and ſoconſequently the haſtning 
of the number of the ele, and ficond comming of 
the Sonne of God to judgement, 

Andehus much ſhall ſerveto be briefly ſpoken of 
the firſt expreſſion of the * wor of their reſur- 
reion , that they ſhall Awake.

The conſideration 
whereof , oughtto bee another maine comfort, a- 
gainſt that ſadneſſe which the ſhadow of death brin- 
geth withir, when adarkecloud ſhall opprefſe our 
hearts, when our ſonges ſhall beturned into heavy 
ſighes, and all our mirth into dolefull complains : 
then let the Childe of God thus thinke with him- 
ſelfe ; well, though I cannot now bee merry, yet 
the time is comming when I know I ſhall ; now Iam 
{ad , butthenThal ing, my ſhip beingentredthe 
. withed Haven and this boyſterous rempeſt wholly 
over. 

But T haſten to an end, intending asbriefly as 
Ican, tocloſe upall with the reaſontharthe bleſ- 
ſ-d Spirit yecldeth in the latter end of the verſe :

All the Winter long(expe- 
rience teacheth us) when ſnow and froſt coversthe 
ground, the graſſe and plants of the earth appeare 
as deadand withered, untill the ſpring commeth, 
when a pleaſant dew armed with the power of the 
Sunne, not only mouldreth and prepareth rhe 
earth, but ſoaking downe unto the rootes of the 


plants, cauſeth them ſpeedily to ariſe and grow,

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ſothat within hortrime after, the travailer may with 
their beauty feede his eye, and the Labourer with 
the Fruice of the ſame, fill his lap or bolome, All 
which the Spiric of God (inſayingthy Dew « as the 
Dew of Hearbes, and the Earth ſhall grvenp her dead) 
intimateth to be the happy condition of all che Ele 
atthe latter day. So that how evertheir Bones bee 
drye, their Beauty loft, and they returned agayneto 
Earth and Duſt, yet ſhall the fruite and benefire of 
the Reſarreftion of the Lord Ieſus Chriſt , like an 
heavenly dew, orratherlike the breath ot -G O D 
himſelfe , ſoake downe and pierce into the bottome 
of their Graves, cauſing them teariſe and bloſome 
foorth, like the Roſe of the valley, and Lilly of the 
field, the darlings of the Spring; all whichis by the 
Cart.2. 1. fingerot God.. 
Andthat the Reſurreien of the Lord Teſus ſhall 
Roms doeallthis ; may appeare both by multitude of pla- 
_ 4 cesof Scripture, proving the trueth hereof , as alſo 
14- by ſo many exhortations which wee uſually meete 
+.co77:29 withall, wherein wee are earneſtly put onto firand

5 . where the bleſ- 
wm ['S* fed Apoſtle willeth us , Not to ſleepe as others doe, but 
but watch and bee ſober , putting on the breaſt plate of 
Faith, and Love, and for our Helmet , the hope of ſal- 
vation, Andthe Fpoſtle St. Peter in exhorting us 
(in his 1 Epiſtle 3. 14.) ſocarneftly as hee doth ; that 
ſeeing wee looke for ſuch thingsto bee diligent, that 
wee may be found of him in peace, without ſpot or 6le-

in the twenteth Chapter , and the twenteth fizſt

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verſe of his Epiſtle, in this ſort, Wherefore my belo- 
ved, keepe your ſelves in the love of God , looking for 
the mercy of the Lord leſus Chriſt unto eternall Life, 
Butdf this I have ſpoken ſomething before, with 
which contenting my ſclte, I will ina word or two 
and that very briefly, ſhew unto you, the reaſon 
of the compariſon , wherein the vertue of the Re- 
ſurre&ionof Chriſt Icſus is compared unto that dew 
of Hearbes. The which indeede doth moſt excel. 
|lently demonſtrate 'and expreſſe the nature of the 
ſame, as may appeare by theſe inſtances follow.

, Firſt, the Dew deſcendeth from above whol- 
ly wrought and perteed by thoſe ſuperiour bo- 

ies ; andis, asSit were, the ſeat of their brows : 
ſuch ſurcly and undoubtedly, is the vertue of the Re- 
ſurrection of Chriſt, a Divine and cxlceſtiall Dew, 
pleaſantly diſtilling and dropping downe fron the 
facred top of that cwxleſtiall Hermon at all cimes; 
but then chiefly and more efpecially , when hee un- 
Iooſeth and untyerh the ſarrows of Death ;itbeeing 
unpoſſible forit to hold him. 

Secondly , the Dew is of a mollifyirg and ſofr- 
ning nature ( as Iſayd before) fi ting the plantsto 
ſpring, andthe carth to bring foorth : ſuchis the Re- 
ſurrefion of our bleſſed Saviour, of fo powertul! 
and working a nature , leading things on,in ſo ſweete 
and excellentan order, to their ſeveral ends,that nei- 
ther the hardneſſe and ſtubbornnes of the earth, the 
drineſſe and rottenneſle of the trees, nor the indiſpo- 
fition of the dead bodies themſelves ſhall hinder, bur 


that the earth ſhall cit up her dead, 
ths Thirdly, 
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Thirdly , the dew of hearbes is not onely full of 
ſvitits,and* of achcering and quickning nature , bur 
likewiſc {wcete and pleaſant, caſting foorth a moſt 
oditcrous ſcent and favour, (witneſle our Gardens 
inthe Spring mornings,) ot ſuch both nnond 

rfuming nature will the ReſurretFion of our Lord 
{ſus Chriſt be, by meanes whereot, the Bodics of 
the Fle& ſhall not onely bee reſtored tolife againe, 
but the ſtinch-and rotten ſayours of the Grave being 
remooved, rhey ſhalbceſo {weetned and perfumed 
with the odifcrous ſavours of the ſame, that all their 
Garments ſhall ſmell of Myrrhe, LAbbes, and Caſſia, 
togcther with all the choiſcſt ſpices of the Mer- 
chants, fitting the Ivory pallace whercinto they 
are to enter, and where they are to rejoyce tor eyer- 
more. 

Fourthly , the Dew is of a moſt beautifull and 
faire aſpet, gracing much the flowers, with her 
chriſtall droppes like ſo many orient pearles , dang- 
ling onthe ſcverall ſlippesand ſprigs thereof : ſo 
ſurely will the vertue of the Reſarredion of Chriſt 
Zeſws bee to all thoſe thar are trucly his, at his ſecond 
comming, which will beto judgement ; beautify. 
ing and adorningthem ina more rich and coſtly man. . 
acrthen all the chaines, broaches, and ornaments on 
cheearth poſſibly can do, yea paſt the apprehenſion 
of man. 

Sith then Brethrenit is ſo, andthe ſonne of God 
hath done all this for us, making by his owne Ze. 
ſarrefion ourslikewiſe, every way ſo certaine, and 
ſure, and every way ſo joytull, letusthenintime, 
I pray you, make ſure of the ſame , which beleeve 
me, 
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ane, we may cafily do, if we get but our part inthe 
* firſt Reſurrection. - For-if by the ReſurreRionot 
Chriſt we be once rayſed outof the Grave of finne ; 
then let us no way queſtion, bur by the power of the 
ſame Reſurreion,wee ſhalbee likewiſe raiſed out of 
the bed and grave of corruption. Hence, ſayththe 
holy Apoſtle Paul, 2.Cor. 4. verſe i 4. Wee knew that

up on high, with all care and diligence ſeeking 
attcr thoſe celeſtial things that are above : according 
to which Rule, the blefſed Apoſtle leadeth on his 
exhortation Phil. 3. 1. after this marmer : 1fyou be ri- 
ſen with Chriſt ( ſayth hee) then ſeeke thoſe things that 
are above : as though hee ſhould fay, it yee bee riſen 
with Chriſt, then ought you to ſeeke after the 
thingsthatare above. And agayne, if youbeeriſen 
with him , "then youcannot but ſceeke afrer them : ſo 


then by rhis ſeeking , it may eaſily appeare whether 
wee be riſen with Chriſt z whickit we be; then bleſ. 


ſed are wee ; forthe fecond death fþall have no pow- 
er overus : But deſthhalbe tSusthe beginning of 
Life, anda happy paſſage tor us, from an inferiour

_ Firſt, itcannor be denyed by the moſt malicious 
detratour , but that the things before mentioned 
(if there were no morc) doe ſufficiently manifeſt, 
that this Gentlemans faith was.not vaine, nor his re- 
ligion verball, 
Secondly,it muſt be confidered,that circumſtances 
doe uſually much alter the ſtatc of the queſtioa, in 
things (otherwiſe) of the ſame nature and condition, 
for tnſtance : A Riverto have the ſprings open;, and 
the waters running with a full ftrcame,whentherime 
of the yeare (cryeth fit,and all other ſtreamsare like- 
wiſe full, is no great matter,noris mich regarded : 
but to have a Riverlike to Nilas in Egypr, when all 
other Rivers are flatteſt,thento riſe moſt, and ſwell , 
52a matter of great admiration z; and calleth forthe 
cleerc eye of the naturaliſt ro-find out the true cauſe 
thereof. - Againe, 'for a Tree to flouriſh in the 
Spring , and bee fruitfullin Summer, whenall other 
Trees befides have on their beſt and richeſt Robes, 
is. not worth the mentioning : bart for a rrceinche 
dead of winter, when all other trees do fade and caſt 
their leaves: then to hold her colour, her ſap, and 
fruicfulneſle, is a glorious fizhr ;and carricth with it 
15 a kind of wonderment IS: mo tor 
a entleman,bcing under the Ferula of afharp 
rag S the frowne ot a ſevere Father : his whole 
living depending upon his fathers love : for him to 
walke ſmoothly (and it may be religiouſly)is a com- 
mendablething : and yet not greatly to bee truſted; 
ſceing it may ſpring from a bitter roote , and to bee 
donetoa finiſter end. But forthis young pon_ 
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having no Fatherto threaten, or Maſter to be contro- 
led , borne unto a great eſtate , and partthcreofal- 
ready in his owne poſſeſſions : being inthe luſt and 
vigour of his youth, and living ina royotousand li. 
centious Age : For him (I ſay)to walke as formerly T 
have ſhewed, cannor,(Ltrow) conſidering theſe and 
many other the like circumſtances, but be judged of 
him that haththe leaſt ſparke of charity in his breaſt, 
as the fruites of a religious heart,and worthily deſer- 
ving higheſt praiſe. 

Bur leaving theſe , and ſo returne backe againe 
where firſt I met this clamorous generation , I will 
adde unto the tormer fruits of faith, tourc other no- 
ble and commendable vertucs. 

The firſt whereofwas , his humble and courti- 
ous carriage, and demeanor towards all, even 
thoſe of the meaneſt and loweſt degree, not looking, 
on them,as the faſhion of the Guallants of our Age1s 
(as upon dogges }not upon menand women; ofthe 
ſame nature, fleſh and blood, reaſonable ſoules, 
wrought and framed afrerthe ſame glorious Image ; 
butwhatſocver he was , he had a courtious welcome 
from-him, the hat gently vailed ;and the haad of re- 
ſpe and love reached forth unto him : Shewing 
kerein not onely a fruir of the Spirit Galathians 5, 

22, but himſelfeaxight Gentleman ; ſeeing.that Hu- 
mility or Couniſfie is Soror nobilitatis :. the Siſter of 
Nob/lity.: andas one of the ancients further ſpeaketh, 
Mater neftre philoſophie ;the breader and mother of 
__ Philoſophy, or rather erue. wiſedome and

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only in his maidenlie countenance , but in his whole 


carriage and converſationanexcellent vercue in him, 
and much to bee defired inthefe impudent daies of 
ours, wherein bluſhing is helde the efſentiall marke of 
2 baſe and ignoble Spirit : and an whores tore-head is 
reputed the onely rare feature and eſpeciall grace: 
whereas St. Paul inthe 4. of the Phil. 5.teacheththe 
Phllipians another leflon,willing them to cloath them. 
ſelves,as with other vertues, to (laith hee) with mode- 
ftie. Andanancient Father ſaith,that modeſtyss or. 
namenium nobilium,cy nobilitas ignobil;um: the noble 
mans beauty ,and the poore mans dignity. Yea, the 
Lacedemonian ſtate, and Common-wealth, received 
itasa Maxime and maine principle from .Zycurgas 
their Law-giver , thataboue all things, they ſhould 
accuſtometheir youth ro baſhfulnefle and modeſty, 
He onely by the light of nature finding , that which 
daily experience teachcth us : that impudency and 
boldneſſein youth, isan evill figne, andthe breeder 
of much vice and vanity. P x 
The third Uertue was his temperance, firto bee 
joyned with the former , not onely tor that modeſty 
and temperance (as the heathen could fay,)in codem
